STILL. A- MANPOWER PROBLEM 


[HE END OF HOSTILITIES IN EUROPE 

has not alleviated the manpower prob- 
lem in Canada. In fact, the demand for labor 
is possibly greater today than ever before, 
while the number of workers seéking em- 
ployment is exceptionally small. Thus, .for 
example, Mr. B. G, Sullivan, Regional Di- 
rector-of-the National Selective Service of 
Ontario, receritly stated that there were 
46,550 vacancies to fill in the province but 
only 5,482 applicants were available. 

The situation is further aggravated by 
the fact that many workers released from 
war work are reluctant to accept lower paid 
jobs. It is apparent that an early solution 
to the manpower problem depends chiefly 
on the demobilization of a substantial num- 
ber of men and women now in the services 
and on a more rapid cutback in war pro- 
duction than is contemplated at the present 
time. Up to now, the number of soldiers 
returned from the European war theatre 
has been comparatively small. Furthermore, 
most of them are taking a vacation before 
actually seeking employment. = 

The manpower shortage is particularly 
felt in the mining, textile and conbtruction 
industries. Unless the situation is alleviated 
in the immediate future, it is feared that the 
labor shortage may handicap the reconver- 
sion of industry from war to peace, It is 
evident, however, that the difficult situation 
which prevails at present will prove to. be 
relatively temporary in character. The hum- 
ber of men and women released from the 
services is bound to increase and the pros- 
pect is that, by the end of the year, cutbacks 
in the production of war materials will have 
released a substantial number of workers

I have just seen’a machine which pro 


duces sunshine or storms to order. 

But before I arouse false hopes in the 
breast of some lotus-eater who hates rain 
and wind, let-me hasten to explain. 

That machine-is on a small scale, just 
to ascertain weather effects on a commer: 
cial product. But it seems to me that it hee 
possibilities which might be devéloped for 
human enjoyment. - 


A WEATHEROMETER 

hy IS A SQUARE metal box-like device, 
called a weatherometer. And I dis- 

covered .it in the laboratory at the. Bapco 

Paint plant. 

On_one of the weatherometer’s outside 
walls is a recording machine with dials 
and knobs, etc. On another afe two small 
windows like portholes,of amber glass. 

I peered through these into the interior 
and saw’ a number of tiny painted wooden 
panels hanging in a cylinder. 

As I watehed,..powerful- lamps~ were 
thrown on—their intensity closely approxi- 
mating that of spinlight. 

After-a min or two; the “sunshine” 


dimmed and I saw a shower of“rain” fall- © 


ing, after which the wind blew. 


STORMS TO. ORDER 

WAS. INTRIGUED to learn that in this 

litte machine, heavy storms can be made 
to order, too. 

In fact, it reminded me of what Mark 
Twain once wrote about New England 
weather: 


“. . . The weather is always doing 
something there, always attending strictly 
to business, always getting up new de- 
signs and trying them on people to see 
how they will go.” 


The machine rung continuously night and 
day, alternating 17 minutes of sunshine with 
three minutés of rain. 

Thus proving in 10 days, what two years’ 
actual exposure to the weather would do 
to the firm's paint. 


ROOF METHODS 
ATER, ROWS AND rows of similar 
painted panels were pointed out to me 
on the roof of the plant, undergoing further 
tests. 

Such panels used to be stood upright, but 
today they are set in frames that hold them 
at a 45-degree angle. 

Why? Because research revealed that by 
standing them at this angle the weathering 
process could be shortened from 2% years 
to one year, 

Since which, science .has invented the 
weatherometer which again reduced the test- 
ing time to 10 days!

TEREDOS AND BORES 
I ALSO MADE my first acquaintance with 


those bores called teredos—or rather, 
with their effects. 


A teredo is evidently the marine counter- 
part of the termite. But when it comes to 
boring, it is apparently the champion of all! 

And some of thé samples of its efforts 
upon ship timbers looked more like fossil- 
ized sponge than wood—so riddled with 
holes were they. 

Tests in Mill Bay waters have proved 
that copper paint is poisonous go these pests, 
but too much copper affects the hardness 
ef the paint. Hence the need for meticulous 
research to decide the right proportions. 


TROPICAL TEST 

NOTHER INGENIOUS little cabinet has 

quite a war record=for it has been 
working for the Navy. 

Because naval vessels have to face rig- 
orous Climatic conditions, the paintwork has 
to stand equally rigorous tests, 

And this little cabinet is able to produce 
up to 100 per cent humidity—which is equi- 
valent to that of a tropical swamp. 

In it panels are hung for certain periods 
to see what such equatorial conditions would 
do to them. 

If the paint comes through these and 
other equally severe ordeals, then the Navy 
gives the green “Go ahead” signal. But not 
till then. 


NEW NUMBERS GAME 

| ANOTHER CORNER was what might 
be called a new version of the numbers 

game. 

It went by the imposing name of a “Lovi- 
bond .tintometer.” With the aid of a series 
of calibrated panels and lights, it reduced 
colors to their component. parts.
